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automatically by taking out two 
longitudinal lines of a video signal to a 
line memory, detecting moving object 
automatically, and counting the number of 
frames between the two lines. 


SOLUTION: A television camera 2 as an 
area sensor is installed. An image by a 
first vertical-line measuring line is taken 
into a line memory 8 or 9 . An image by a 
second vertical-line measuring line is 
taken into a line memory 10 or 11. The 
images by the respective lines are input to 
respective image comparison parts 14, 15. 
When the image comparison part 14 detects a 
moving object in the first vertical-line 
measuring line, a CPU 12 adds the number of 
frames to a frame counter 12 until the 
second vertical-line measuring line detects 
the, moving object. The speed par hour is 
computed from the distance between the 
first and second vertical-line measuring 
lines, the number of passed frames and the 
scanning time of one frame. Data as its 
result is sent is sent to a character 
generation part 18 from the CPU 12 so as to 
be output to an overlay memory 19. 
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
